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WHY A NEW YMCA AQUATICS CENTER? 



Teach every kid to swim 

A recent study showed that 40% of local seventh 
graders could not swim 25 yards to save their life 
or the life of a friend. National studies have 
shown that 10% of children under the age of 5 
have experienced a situation with a high risk of 
drowning. As the nation's leader in aquatics pro- 
gramming, as well as the nation's largest not-for- 
profit, it is our duty and our mission to make sure 
every kid learns to swim. It is also our mission to 
provide what our community needs, and in the 
five-county region of over 150,000 residents, 
there is not one full-service, family-oriented rec- 
reational and community facility. Our goal is to 
take one grade level each year, about 2,000 chil- 
dren, and teach them to swim. Our local schools do 
not have aquatic facilities, we have very limited 
therapeutic aquatic programs, and our children 
lack an adequate facility in which to learn to swim, 
YMCAs are not about facilities, they are about 
building strong spirits, minds, and bodies, but we 
cannot achieve that end without the proper facili- 
ties to do so. 

Provide for fitness needs for all ages 
Our analysis of community need uncovered a large, 




unmet desire for a multi-purpose 
aquatic center - one location 
where families can come to- 
gether and meet their diversified 
needs for exercise. According to 
Bucknell University, regardless 
the age, swimming provides im- 
proved flexibility and strength, 
endurance, muscular flexibility 
and balance, heart muscle be- 
comes stronger, increases circu- 
lations, rehabilitates muscles, and keeps people 
fit. Swimming is fun, provides fellowship with 
people, is generally enjoyable and safe, renews 
energy, and releases stress and tension. 

Provide a venue for meeting community needs 
The new YMCA Aquatics Center will have six 25- 
yard lanes, a deep diving well, a hot tub spa that 
can also be used for therapeutic purposes, a train- 
ing pool, a splash pad for youngsters to get used 
to the water, and a second level 100-person seat- 
ing area to observe lessons, classes, and aquatic 
meets.

Evans faced Olympic competition in 1988, 
1992 and 1996 and captured four gold 
medals and one silver She went on to win 
17 international titles and held world re- 
cords in the 400 meter, 800 meter and 
1,500 meter free style events. 

A tireless spokesperson for personal 
fitness, Evans will speak on "Swimming for 
Sport, Health and Safety", on Thursday, May 
12 at 7 p.m. at the State Theatre. Tickets 
for this public presentation are $15 for 
adults, $10 for high school students and 
free to youth under 13 when accompanied 
by an adult The tickets are available online 
at TREATickets.com and through the kiosks 
at Horizon Books on Front Street and the 
Convention and Visitors Bureau on Union 
and Grandview Parkway.

Despite the beauty of the wa- 
ter all around us, there are many youth 
who never learn to swim and the tragic 
consequences are incidents of drowning.
